It is expected that publication of the Membership 
Directory will be resumed following the close of 
the war.

HE Committee on Nominations, Miss Rose Me. 
Hugh, Washington, D. C., Chairman, will meet 
just preceding the regional meeting in Cleveland, 
However, the work of the Committee starts much 
earlier. If you have any suggestions that you 
would like to have considered by the Committee 
on Nominations for officers of the Conference, 
members of the Executive Committee, officers and 
members of the Section Committees, and members 
of the Committee on Nominations, mail them to 
the office as soon as convenient. Send in complete 
information about the person you are suggesting 
so that the Committee on Nominations may know 
as much as possible about the qualifications of the 
person whose name you are offering. The Com- 
mittee will present its report of nominees for elec- 
tion in 1944 at the Business Session of the Confer- 
ence in Cleveland. 


The Election of Officers 


HE ballot for the election of officers and mem- 

bers of the Executive Committee, officers and 
members of the Section Committees and Members 
of the Committee on Nominations will go into 
the mail the last week in February. This is a 
bit earlier than usual but is made necessary by 
the early date of the regional meetings. The bal- 
lot will be in a new form this year and will be 
accompanied by a leaflet giving a brief descrip- 
tion of the activities and accomplishments of each 
candidate. Conference members can vote for can- 
didates knowing a bit more about some of them 
than has been true in the past. Ballots should be 
mailed back to the Conference office not later than 
May 14 or may be deposited at the registration 
desk at the Cleveland regional meeting not later 
than 5:00 P. M., Tuesday, May 25. The result of 
the election which is for the year 1943-44 will be 
announced at the Cleveland meeting.

It is assumed for the 
time being that the Conference will remain on a 
regional basis for the duration.

on Thursday, May 27 at 4:00 P. M. Reports of 
appropriate standing committees will be given at 
this meeting. The Time and Place Committee 
and the Committee on Nominations will also hold 
their official meetings during the Cleveland re- 
gional meeting and make their reports at the 
annual business session. While many adjustments 
have been made and others will have to be made 
during the war period, nevertheless the Conference 
organization will be maintained so as to be ready 
to resume full activity at the close of the war.

Attendance and Membership 
Fees | 


HE usual attendance and membership fees will 

hold for each of the regional conferences. All 
persons attending any regional meeting will be 
expected to register and pay the attendance fee 
before going to meetings. The attendance fee is 
$1.00 for members or for designated representa- 
tives of member agencies and $3.00 for non-mem- 
bers of the Conference. There is a $1.00 fee for a 
one-day attendance for non-members in the event 
a person can only come for one or two days. 


Conference membership is $5.00 for individuals 
or $3.00 if the member does not wish the bound 
volume of the Proceedings. Agency membership 
is $10 or $25 and carries with it the privilege of 
registering two or five members of their staff and 
board with an attendance fee of $1.00 at any one 
of the regional meetings. 


Missouri Association of 
Social Welfare 


HE Missouri Association of Social Welfare is 

holding its Annual Meeting and State Confer- 
ence as part of the St. Louis Regional Meeting of 
the National Conference of Social Work.

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Treasurer's Report 


E submit herewith the financial statements 

for the fiscal year January 1, 1942 to Decem- 
ber 31, 1942 and the budgetary estimates for the 
year 1943. The usual seven statements are sub- 
mitted. Statement No. 1 is a recapitulation of 
total assets and liabilities as of December 31. State- 
ment No. 2 shows all cash receipts and expendi- 
tures during the fiscal period. The total cash re- 
ceipts have been $53,670.77 with the total expendi- 
tures $50,445.46 leaving a cash balance in the bank 
of $3,225.31. To our expenditures as a liability 
has been added an estimate of $6,150.00 for the 
1942 Proceedings bill which has not yet been sub- 
mitted. This leaves us a net deficit for the year’s 
operation of $2,924.69. All bills are paid to date 
with the exception of the Proceedings bill men- 
tioned above which has not yet been received. 


Statement No. 3 shows the budget as adopted for 
1942 and amended at our October meeting by the 
addition of $600 for Proceedings and the actual 
experience of 1942 of all income and expenditures 
chargeable to 1942 operation. This shows that 
in the operating account our 1942 income was 
$39,984.72 with expenditures including the esti- 
mate of $6,150.00 for the 1942 Proceedings of 
$40,704.18 or an operating deficit of $719.46. How- 
ever it should be noted that provision for the 
payment of the 1942 Proceedings is included. 


Statements No. 4 and No. 5 have to do with the 
annual meeting account, No. 4 being all cash 
receipts and expenditures and No. 5 the budget 
statement showing the original estimates and our 
actual experience for the year. This latter shows 
that the annual meeting at New Orleans was oper- 
ated at a loss, this loss being due to the small 
attendance as compared with our original estimate 
of attendance. 


Turning now to the budget for 1943, it has been 
extremely difficult to make estimates in view of 
the uncertain conditions ahead of us. These esti- 
mates both in the operating account and the an- 
nual meeting account are based on the assumption 
of three regional meetings and the actual experi- 
ence of 1942. We have estimated a total attend- 
ance at all three meetings together of 6500. Our 
membership income from renewals is based on 
the percentage of renewals in 1942. It is interest- 
ing to note that in two classifications the actual 


experience of 1942 was slightly higher than our 
estimates of a year ago. The other two classifica- 
tions were slightly lower. The estimates for new 
membership are based on the ratio of new mem- 
bership to the attendance of the annual meeting 
for a year ago as is also the income from attend- 
ance fees. 


Our estimate for expenditures in the operating 
account call for an addition of one stenographer 
for the first six months of the year when the work 
will be extremely heavy due to the organization 
and operation of three regional meetings instead 
of the single annual meeting. Some further econ- 
omies in both the travel and printing items are 
anticipated due to the fact that there will be but 
two meetings of the Program Committee instead 
of three as has been customary and the elimination 
of the membership directory and the combining 
of the April and July Bulletins into one issue. No 
provision is made for membership promotion this 
year other than that which can be done as a part 
of the general administration of the Conference. 


The annual meeting budget is based on the same 
assumption namely an attendance at all three re- 
gional meetings totaling 6500 which is divided as 
follows: 2500 at the New York regional meeting; 
2500 at the Cleveland regional meeting; and 1500 
at the St. Louis regional meeting. The income 
from booths and printing is estimated on the basis 
of actual cost to us of booths now ordered and of 
estimates received from printers on the probable 
cost of the official program in accordance with the 
number of meetings now scheduled. This latter 
estimate cannot be as accurate as the former. The 
budget estimate covers all three regional meetings. 


No one at this moment can foresee the events 
of the coming year. All we can do is to go forward 
using our best judgment as the year’s work devel- 
ops. We wish to express great appreciation to 
those members of the Conference who have con- 
tinued their membership in the Conference from 
year to year and who are the back-bone of the 
Conference’s financial support. We bespeak their 
hearty cooperation in securing new members from 
organizations and individuals that could and 
should support the Conference.

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THE PROGRAM 


FTER the most careful consideration the Exec- 
utive Committee of the Conference at its 
meeting in October voted to arrange for three 
regional meetings of the Conference in place of 
the usual annual meeting. This change necessi- 


tated a very rapid change in the procedures of the 


Program Committee. It was only when the Pro- 
gram Committee held its first meeting after work- 
ing all fall on the usual procedures that they 
learned of the changed plan. After careful dis- 
cussion in the Program Committee it was decided 
to try to build a single program that would be 
given substantially in the same form at each of 
the three regional meetings, although in most in- 
stances different speakers would have to give the 
addresses. It was also decided that it should be a 
war program and concentrate on the impact of the 
war on social work problems and the contribution 
which social work is making and can make in the 
war effort. This is the only justification for hold- 
ing these meetings this year. With a reduced 
length of time for each of the regional meetings 
a new form of organization of the program was 
necessary. No Special Committees were, there- 
fore, appointed for this year. The Section Com- 
mittees have pooled their planing in the Program 
Committee with the result that a single program 
has been worked out without designation of sec- 
tional organization. 


This first draft of the program was submitted 
to all Section Committee members for their com- 
ments and suggestions. 


Three meetings were held, one in St. Louis, one 
in Cleveland and one in New York with local 
groups for further discussion of the programs so 
as to assure the maximum of possible value in each 
region. A final meeting of the Program Commit- 
tee was held in late December. In the light of all 
the suggestions received both from the regional 
groups and from the Section Committee members, 
the program was finally determined upon. 


However, all of this planning which was neces- 
sary and desirable postponed the time when invita- 
tions could go out to speakers. In most instances 
these have gone out but so few acceptances have 
been received at the moment that the names of 
speakers are not being published in the prelimin- 
ary program. However, this part of the work is 
going forward steadily and we have every assur- 
ance that strong speakers will participate in each 
program and in each region. An effort has been 
made to secure at each of the regional meetings 
as speakers or discussion leaders some of the lead- 
ership from other sections of the country so that 
so far as possible a national flavor would be given 
to each program. Each meeting has been given 
a number so as to make reference to discussion 
meetings and related programs easy. Numbers 
that are missing indicate meetings which for one 
reason or another have been dropped. 


The Associate Groups through their representa- 
tives have participated in the usual Program Con- 
ferences and have been kept in close touch with 
the planning of the Conference Program Commit- 
tee so that their program planning could be done 
in the light of the subject matter to be presented 
in the Conference program. Not all of the Asso- 
ciate Groups will meet at all of the regional meet- 
ings. The schedule of those now planning to meet 
follows. Here again because programs are in such 
a tentative state at the moment and in order to 
conserve space the Associate Groups are listed 
only as to the times that they are going to hold 
meetings. Each group will publicize their own 
program to a very large extent through their con- 
stituency. 


The program as now planned is presented here- 
with. Speakers have already been invited for the 
great majority of all the meetings. Each one of 
the regional meetings will be a working conference 
concentrating our attention and thought on our 
share in helping to win the war.
